Manufactured Ice In Frozen From 


the Side*. While the Article Thai 
Nature 
Furnishes 
In 
Coui;ei>le<l 


From the Top Down. 
''But few people know anything about 


Ice," said a gentleman counected with 
one of the plants in this city. "How it 
is made, how it1 is handled and the way 
to get the best results out of a given 
quantity arc things that the average per- 
son knows but little about. There is in 
the first p'iS<:c a curious difference in the 
way natural and manufactured ice is 
formed. Natural ice is frozen from the 
top down. It is a mutter of displace- 
ment. It begins with the first thin sur- 
face of the water -and freezes dowu into 
the water, the depth or thickness depend- 
ing 
ou 
the 
prevailing temperature. 


Manufactured ice is frozen from the 
sides. 
Ammonia of course does the 


freezing, and the brine that is used acts 
as a sort of reservoir, holding the cold 
which is to crystallize the water in the 
cans. The streaks so frequently found 
in blocks of ice are due to the fact that 
the freezing is from the side. There is 
frequently found in lake ice small spaces 
of various «4iapes and describing many 
different lines, and these are due to 
small quantities of air which are im- 
prisoned 
during the freezing process. 


These spaces are not so common in manu- 
factured air, because the air is not al- 
lowed to take the same liberties with the 
water that is to he frozen. 


"The processes of manufacturing ic« 


are simple enough, but the construction 
of tanks, such us are used around fac: 
lories and cold storage plants, is a rather 
complex business. They are built iu lay- 
.t-rs so that air can neither get out or 
couie in. There are generally t\vo or 
three spaces that are tilled witb dead 
air that will take up neither heat nor 
cold. There are several layers of paper, 
and one space is filled with a nonconduct- 
ing moss, which is really made of finely 
crushed granite. These spaces and lay- 
ers form perfect insulation so far as heat 
and cold nrc concerned, and these ele- 
ments cannot pass to and from the tanks. 
It costs a world of money tu properly 
construct these tanks, and really persons 
not familiar with the facts have no sort 
of idea of the expc'iMveness of it. 


"Few persons understand handling: ice 


in a way to tret the best results. 
Ice- 


men are required to figure the thing out 
on a scientific bus>is. 
They know just 


how much ice it -will take to cool :\ given 
space. 
They can figure it down to a 


square inch. But we must remember, iu 
tbe first place, that ice will not cool any- 
thing uutil it begins to mult. If it were 
pobbible to cram an ordinary room full of 
ice and keep it in a condition where it 
would not melt a particle, the walls of 
the room would not cool because of the 
presence of the ico, hut the very moment 
the ice begins to molt the walls \\ill be- 
gin to cool. The ice must give off some 
of its cold before bavins any sort of in- 
fluence on the things around it, and it 
doob this when it begins to molt. Now, 
this is natural law and a fact which the 
merest t j i o -would understand if he stop 
ped long I'licnigli to think about it. There 
is another fact which is o\erluokeJ with 
the same persistence by the average per- 
son who uses ice. Of course persons who 
have large refrigerators have mastered 
these simpler principles, yet they can be 
used \\ith equal advantage in the ordi- 
nary icebox. 


"lleut, as 1 started to say, travels one 


way and cold another. Heat goes up. It 
expands. It is tluffy, light and airy and 
is capable of floating away on the atmos- 
phere. Cold strikes down the other way. 
So, in the case of ice, the cooling influ- 
ences are downward. In cooling a room 
the ice should be placed at the top of 
the room to get the host results. If vents 
are run down at the sides of the room so 
the cold tin-own off by the ice can fall 
from both sides, forming a sort of circle, 
it will soon drift around in circular form, 
and the room will cool much more rapid- 
ly. These are some of the things over- 
looked by the vast majority of persons 
who use ice, and consequently they do 
not get the best results. 
By following 


the simpler natural laws in such matters 
the average man would not only get more 
good out of the ice lie buys, but the 
chances arc that the ice bill would be 
miK-h smaller. 


"But speaking of the great care taken 


in insulating the tank," the iceman con- 
tinued, "calls to my mind the fact that 
wood is n pretty hot article, and this is 
another thing which has impressed itself 
with peculiar force on the mind ot the 
iceman. Since embarking in the ice busi- 
ness 1 ha\e often wondered what the dif- 
ference in temperature was in the differ- 
ent kinds of woods. There is, of course, 
some difference, and it would be an inter- 
esting thing if some fellow could find out 
just about what it is. But this is not the 
point. 
All wood is hot from the view- 


point of the iceman. The fellow who fig- 
ures on cooling spaces that are inclosed 
by wood must figure on the units of heat 
in order to find out just how much ice 
will be required. He must figure on the 
units of heat to be overcome under any 
circumstances, for that matter, but in the 
! case where the space is surrounded by 
wood he must figure on wood as an ad- 
ditional element. 


"Wood is always hot, and it generally 


requires a good bit of ice to drive out the 
he.it which is stored in this material. 
, This is why changes have been made in 
the matter of constructing refrigerators 
where meats and perishable goods are 
stored. The lining found ia these refrig- 
erators has saved a world of, ice, because 
'.t has made it unnecessary to freeze the 
wooden frame ia order to get the proper 
temperature in tbe 'box. It is probable 
that this general idea will in time be more 
useful as a saver of ice, and it will of 
course be a good thing from the stand- 
point of the consumer. Wood is a great 
ice eater, and this is why icemen have 
been plotting against the material." — 
New Orleans Times-Democrat

The 
orders had not been issued, but it was 
quite generally known throughout the 
department of tho west thiit such a 
move was contemplated. Every officer 
who was in auy way ambitious was 
aching for a chance to head the oxpedl 
tioii, but no hint as to who would be 
chosen could be obtained. 


It was known, however, that if a field 


officer was not I'ppoiuted to command 
the two detachments General Miles 
would assign a cavalry officer to the 
post of honor. There was no chnnc» 
that an infantry ollicer would be cho- 
sen. Meanwhile word had come that 
Geronimo had crossed over the line in- 
to Mexico. At that time the United 
States Roverument hart an agreement 
with Mexico whereby the armies of ei- 
ther nation when pursuing a hot trail j 
might cross tho lino and enter either 
country. They were also at liberty to 
carry prisoners back to the respective 
countries 
j 


Before ordering out his expedition 


General Miles, accompanied by Major 
Amos S. Kimball, set out for a small 
towu ou the Mexican border, where he 
met the governor of the Mexican prov- 
ince Into which Geroiiimo bad entered. 
Tho conference was satisfactory, nnd 
General Miles on his return to head- 
quarters stopped over at Fort lluachu- 
ca, where tho Fourth cavalry was sta- 
tioned. Tbe general was entertained 
by the colonel of the regiment, uud Ma- 
jor Kimball put up in Captain Law- 
ton's quarters. But little sleep ho got 
that night, for Lawtou wauled to com- 
mand that expedition, and be declared 
that nothing else ou earth would satls- 
ly him. He sat up half the night im- 
pressing his visitor with his fitness for 
the command. 


Major Kimball had heard of Lawton 


1 iff ore, as indeed had all the army. His 
fume as a lighter was second to none. 
Iu secret he had formulated plans for 
the capture of tho Apache chieftain, 
nnd there was nut a detail that had 
been ovei looked. He outlined to Major 
Kimball his Ideas of how a successful 
(ainpalgn against the Apaches should 
be conducted, and in conclusion lie pro- 
duced a letter from a former colonel 
who had recently been made a briga- 
dier general. The writer, In recom- 
mending Captain Lawton for promo- 
tion, said that he felt that Lawton was 
a man of so line a record and soldierly 
attainment* that he hesitated in recom- 
mending a man whom ho knew was 
Mibtly superior to himself. "L feel," 
concluded the new brigadier general, 
"Unit Lawton should be recommending 
inc. 
Ii N assumption on my part to 


praise him. He- I* above such praise ;is 
mine." That N, the letter ran as nearly 
like tbat us the olllcor who told this 
f.toiy could remember. 


At :i!l c\ents General Miles and Ma- 


jor Kimball went to headquarters the 
next morning, aud before 
nightfall 


Lawton uus there, too, in response to a 
telegram. The captain, was then duly 
detailed xo command the expedition, 
and iu a day or so it started out Gen- 
eral Leonard Wood, by the way, went 
along as surgeon In the infantry de- 
tachment. 


The expedition was gone for months. 


Occasionally a heliograpbic message 
would be received, but otherwise the 
soldiers hart disappeared as completely 
as though they had never existed. Fi- 
nally a message came to General Miles. 
Geronimo 
and 
Natchez 
aud 
their 


Apaches bad been cornered in Mexico, 
but the wily old Apache would sur- 
render to no one but General Miles 
himself. 
Lawtou consequently held 


the Indians and sent for Miles. The 
general arrived some time after, and 
Geronimo surrendered, lie was put on 
a reservation and from that day was 
never within smelling distance of his 
old stamping ground among the rocks 
and cacti of Arizona. 


As for Captain Lawton, he looked 


like a ghost, according to Colonel Kim- 
foall, who was present at the surrender. 
There was nothing to him apparently 
but uniform nnd bones, and his men 
ivcre no better. Surgeon Wood, It \i 
worth while saying, took command of 
the infantry detachment upon the ill- 
Bess of its commander.

Wonderful Illusion* That Tanlib 


From SlKht Like a- Shooting Star 
and Some Other* That Linger Until 
the Going Down of the San. 
As the mirage is so infrequent In the 


populous part of our country and as so 
little is snid about it, it Is probable that 
the inajo;ity of Americans know it only 
by nam» though they may have read de- 
scriptions of the mirage of the Sahara 
desert or the Fata Morgana of Sicily and 
southern Italy. Occasionally it may be 
seen across Lake Ontario, and New York 
btate may look upon a Canadian town 
pictured upou the sky. This happens but 
ouoe in many years. 


But the mirage of the southwest be- 


comes a friend, a sort of traveling com- 
panion. As the traveler passes through 
Aii/ona ou the train be sees the lakes 
coining and going all the time and won- 
deis if it is not a mistake to call it a 
desert. 
Occasionally he will be aston- 


ished to see wild animals come so near 
the train, but when he sees some great 
beasts, larger than the elephant, he be- 
gins to aaK questions and is likely to feel 
skeptical when, told that it is all a fancy 
am! due to the mirage. Our party v as 


iibcd to phantoms that we 


confident we could not be mistaken 


again. Ncveitheless we were. 


We had left the Moqui reservation and 


wete traveling toward the Chitiquo river j 
when wo beheld a city chiseled out of 
mm bio, with cathedrals and towers, -with 
piihits tapped with Grecian gods and 
Christian saints, with streets of maxblo 
nnd a nver winding its way through, the 
titj. 
We believed it a real city and 


thought it was built of maible because it 
was so plentiful heie. It was a city of 
splendor, but a child of the tun, which 
g.ive hie and beauty to the sand barren 
dcseit, and, lo, v, hen we look again the 
magic City, with lib wonderful towers and 
pillais aud river, has vanished like a 
bhooting star!

One evening we weie sitting on the

OIK moining we were presented the pic- 
tuie ol! n lively city.

Many were going to church, the water 
earners weie hurrying about, men on 
mustangs were going here nnd theie nnd 
theie TR;IS no mistaking the fact that it 
wan n. leal city. We learned afterward 
that it was the town of Mngdalena, Mex- 
ico, a bundled miles or more south. 


But the most wonderful of all the 


Bconcs Is that of the Jim Jam vnlley, in 
the San Beinardino mountains, over the 
Ari/.ona Hue in fcoutheru California. From 
Yuuia to the mountains we passed many 
boenes, the most interesting being the 
mud "volcanoes." 
The mud is thrown 


up from many openings, some springs 
spouting several feet in height. There is 
a continual making and destruction of 
ruud pios. These so called volcanoes are 
sometimes below sea level nnd generally 
quite cold, though a few arc boiling hot. 
Both, are accompanied by a rumbling 
noise. One sees the skeletons of many 
birds that in their search of water have 
perished by the fumes of the "volcanoes." 
We saw tho remains o£ mocking birds, 
goldfn eagles nnd the Mexican snowbird. 


When we entered the Jim Jam valley 


through Dead Man's pass, the sun was 
r,bininu brilliantly. We had not gone far 
when we witnessed strange things. The 
walls of the cliffs are frightfully scared 
and the peaks twisted into tortured 
forms. 
Not a living creature of any 


kind inhabits the valley, Which is only 20 
miles or so In length nnd probably half as 
wide. So far as wo could tell, when in 
our right senses, not n plnnt or living 
thing of nny nature inhabited this valley. 
Yet we saw many lakes and rivers and 
foliage nnd birds and water fowl which 
vanished as wo proceeded and formed 
again beyond. 
We saw strange beasts 


us In all directions, which 


made us restless and the women of oar 
party almost hysterical. 


Beyond \vc saw Indians In their canoes 


nnd thought to reach them, but they, too, 
vanished. 
In their etead we saw a 


mountain rise in a lake ot silver. Great 
birds of different hues seemed to hover 
over the lakes; beautiful trees, with fan- 
tastic forms, hung over the water. The 
mountain scorned to move, nnd ns it 
moved its summit was crowned by a 
great ball of blue fire, which was sur- 
rounded by n halo of light.

boys, who ivorc graduated last year. 
The practical possibilities of the light 
were explained to W. S. Mead, the mil- 
lionaire, and the building of four boats 
designed specially for this kind of 
deep sea fishing is now under way. 


On each of the boats there will be

etting farther and farther away every 
winter. The ultimate result, he avers, 
will be that the inhabitants of this 
sphere will be alternately baked and 
frozen until no living being Is left 


The newest scientific discovery is pre- 


ventive inoculation for plant diseases, 
says the New York Herald. It offers 
to the world a novel means of fighting 
the numerous maladies which attack, 
the garden, the orchard and the ripen- 
ing field crops. Hypodermic injections 
of certain germ cultures are given to 
the plants, which, being mildly sicken- 
ed for awhile, presently reco\er and 
are thereafter proof against infection- 
veritable vegetable inimunes, in fact. 


Plants, like animals, are subject to 


ever so many diseases, most of them 
caused by germs of one kind or anoth- 
er. Such miero organisms when they 
feed on the leaves cause what are called 
"rusts" and "smuts" and frequently do 
an Immense amount of damage. 
Ofteu 


the fruit in garden or orchard rots in 
the very act of ripening, and this is as 
likely as uot to be occasioned by a pe- 
culiar bacterium known to science as 
the Bacillus putrcfaclcns. 


This bacillus has been chosen as a 


special favorite for the inoculation 
work. It grows rapidly on gelatin and 
Is easily utilized in a suitable solution 
for injections. Wheat, oats, beans, sun- 
flowers and radishes when treated in 
this way show symptoms of being un- 
well, but soon throw them off and are 
thenceforth proof not only against 
"plant rot," but also against other com- 
mon maladies due to germs. 


The bacillus in feeding on the gelatin 


multiplies at a great rate and inci- 
dentally develops a poison peculiar to 
Itself. This poison, or toxin, as experts 
call It, can be separated from the 
germs themselves by a simple process 
of filteiing. Then it may be used by 
itself In making the Injections, and, as 
far as shown, it has the same effect in 
rendering the plant immune. 
It ap- 


pears to communicate the symptoms 
of the complaint without the actual 
malady, but the result ia equally satis- 
factory. 


Developing Odor In Floiven. 


Accounts from St. Louis say that an 


enthusiastic lover of flowers has suc- 
ceeded In breeding an odoriferous race 
of tulips nnd that he is now engaged 
In experiments with the chrysanthe- 
mum, 
to which he expects eventually

Traniiparent Bflrror*. 


Mirrors that one can see through are 


a new invention already coming into 
use. 
They are so called "platinized 


glass," being backed with a compound 
made of 0."> per cent of silver and 5 per 
cent platinum, and, optically speaking, 
they are exceedingly curious and in- 
teresting. Looking Into a glass oC this 
kind one finds Grst rate reflection. It 
is a mirror and nothing more. At the 
same time a person on the other side 
can sec directly through it. 


RAILROADING 


An invention for supplying fresh air 


for the inside of railway cars carrying 
fruit, milk or other perishable mer- 
chandise has been worked out on a sim- 
ple basis by Jerry Holly of Chicago, a 
retired railroad man. No assertion is 
made that his Invention will take the 
place of refrigerator cars. It is ex- 
pected only to reduce the temperature 
to the extent that is possible by pro- 
pelling drafts of fresh air through a 
car from large fans under the floor that 
are operated 4>y power taken from the 
axle through cogwheels. The force of 
the current of air will vary with the 
velocity of the car in motion. 


Mr. Holly asserts that the fans will 


drive out foul air and keep a constant 
current of cool, fresh air in a car in 
transit, which will preserve ripe fruit 
or milk for longer periods than they 
could be preserved in ordinary closed 


The use of gas to make the hair grow 


IK one of the latest medical discoveries. 
The gas employed is oxygen. A large 
cap fits tightly round the head and is 
supplied with oxygen from a bag -which 
is felung over the patient's shoulders. 
It is worn for a few hours every day 
and even in cases of absolute baldness 
Is said to produce a more or. less luxu- 
riant crop of hair. 


The discovery was made at the Oxy- 


gen hospital, London. The gas Is used 
for the cure of quite a number of dls- 
onses. A woman was undergoing the 
oxygen cure for skin disease, and one 
of her arras had for many days been 
placed In a light airtight box filled with 
itlie gas. It was soon noticed that on 
that part of the arm that was unaf- 
fected by the disease the growth of 
hair was much stimulated, and this 
naturally suggested oxygen as a cure 
for baldness. 


The first experiment was made upon 


a woman \\lio had completely lost her 
hair, and It was found that after a few 
weeks' treatment there was quite a 
•troug growth.

• One of the' Interesting scientific ex- 
periments of the time is that quietly 
going 011 year after year, under the 
Joint direction of the Russian govern- 
ment and our own, for the exact, de- 
termination of the direction ana .ve- 
locity of oceau. currents. 


All American and Russian warships 


and merchant vessels carry with them 
a supply of empty beer bottles, says 
the New York World. As they trav- 
erse the seas thousands of these bottles 
arc "cast upon the waters," to be re- 
•overed "after many days." Each bot- 
tle carries a record telling when and 
where it began to drift Whenever one 
is sighted by a Yankee or Russian ship, 
it is picked up and a record made of 
where and when it was found. Then 
it is corked up and again sent adrift, 
to be picked up again and again and 
similarly used until perhaps it has in- 
dicated the force and direction of the 
currents over many thousands of miles 
of sea. 
, 
' 


The records of our hydrographic of- 


fice show that many of these bottles 
have drifted from 5,000 to 8,000 miles 
at a speed varying from 2 to 35 miles 
a day. 
The accumulated reports of 


several years have already yielded val- 
uable information. 
Bottles cast into 


the sea near the .equator tend west- 
ward and usually bring up in the West 
Indies or on the coast of Mexico. Along 
our Atlantic coast and north of the 
fortieth parallel bottles generally drift 
to the northward and eastward and 
are picked up on the north coast of 
Ireland or even farther north. A fact 
not yet explained is that bottles thrown 
into the stretch of the Atlantic that 
lies between latitude 23 degrees to 40 
degrees north and longitude 30 degrees 
to (50 degrees west, which is crossed 
by numerous steamship routes, are 
very rarely seen again. Only six out 
of many hundreds have been recovered 
since 1888.

In his recent work on Luzon Dr. 


Rlune of Hanover gives an Interesting 
description of n visit to the gold dig- 
gings in the Candelarla goldtield. In 
the more elevated portions of the Can- 
delaria district little trouble Is given by 
water, but the air In the mines is often 
too foul to breathe. Ventilation Is sfr 
cured by lowering into the shaft a bas- 
ket of burning coals. If there are two 
connecting shafts, this device creates 
a good draft down one and up the 
other. 


l>r. Rhine's own shaft had reached 


the deptli of: CO feet. At the bottom 
nearly naked workmen wore cutting 
galleries by the light of little torches 
and sending up baskets of ore and 
refuse. These were hauled up by means 
of a wooden capstan worked by two 
men. This Is Filipino gold mining as 
It has been carried ou from time hn- 
memorial. 


The gold bearing ore Is then, crushed 


by pounding- with stones or on a larger 
scale ground In an arrasta, or mill, 
driven by a yoke of oxen. It is then 
washed in shallow wooden pans to get 
rid of the bulk of the lighter material. 
The product of this flrst washing is 
again washed in cocoanut shells and 
yields si quantity of gold In dust and 
small particles. 


A vegetable sap called gogo is used 


in this process to precipitate the liuer 
dust. Finally the dust Is packed in 
small mussel shells and molted over a 
charcoal fire. This accounts for the 
peculiar shell-like form In which Fili- 
pino gold appears In the market. 


Clothing: imd Disease, 


Does the introduction of civilized 


clothing- among savages breed disease 
and iuliriuities? It has been observed 
recently in the Philippines that the 
savages who have adopted civilized 
clothing have suffered in their general 
health. The wearing of a high silk 
hat, for example, has produced brain 
trouble, while even the strain of wear- 
ing pyjamas has caused serious nerv- 
ous disorders. So serious have been 
the results in some cases that the phy- 
sicians sent out to care for the soSdiers 
have mentioned the new dangers in 
their reports. 


Admiral "Who Saw

afterward bbown that his sou, who was 
on some expedition on shore, had been 
suddenly struck down with fever nnd at 
the time in question was being carried by 
sailors and. what was more strange, he 
had some time before lost bis own cap 
and was wearing such a cup as bis father 
had seen, which be bad borrowed from a 
marine. 


Of these stories there are a great many. 


One of the best authenticated of them ia 
tbe incident in which Captain Sherbroke 
of tbe .Thirty-third regiment, afterward 
General Sir Jobn Cope Sherbroke, and 
Lieutenant George Wynward of the 
same regiment were concerned. One aft- 
ernoon in 1783, wben they were with the 
regiment iu Canada, they were both sit- 
ting together in Wyn ward's quarters. 
It was about 4 o'clock. They had both 
dined, but neither had taken wine. The 
room they snt in had two doors, one open- 
ing into a passage, the other into Wyn- 
ward's bedroom. 


The only way into tbe sitting room was 


the door from the passage, and the only 
way into the bedroom was through the 
sitting room. The two officers wore rend- 
ing some military subject together, hav- 
ing left mess early to pursue their studies. 
Sherbroke. happening to look up from bis 
bonk, observed a tall youth of about 20 
years of age, whose appearance was that 
of extreme emaciation. Struck ivitb the 
nppearunce of n perfect stranger, be 
turned to his friend and directed his at- 
tention to the guest who hud broken into 
their studies. As soon as Wynward saw 
the mysterious stranger bo became very 
agitated. "I never," Sir John Sherbroke 
used to say in telling the story afterward, 
"saw a living- face assume the nppearunce 
of a corpse except Wynward's at that 
moment." 
"Good God," Wytiwnrd ex- 


claimed. "it is my brother!" The stranger 
seemed to go into the bedroom. 
They 


followed him and found that there was 
no one there. They took note of the hour 
and day. 
When the mail came from 


home, there wns n letter to Sherbroke 
from 11 mutual friend asking him to break 
to Wynwnrd the news that his favorite 
brother was dead. He bad died on tbe 
day and »t the very hour on which Wyn- 
ward and bis friend had seen his spirit 
pass through the apartment. 


There is one point that occurs to one on 


reading this story. Did the young man 
die in England at 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon on the dny in question or did he die 
at the hour that tiie clock would have 
pointed to in England when it was 4 p 
m. in Canada? In n good many of these 
stories the difference of time at different 
parts of tho world seems to be ignored. 
The story, however, seems to have ploiity 
of evidence to rest on. It was published 
in 1S23 by Mr. Jarvis in his "Accredited 
Ghost Stories," and there is a note to the 
effect that a relation of Wynward's bad 
read it and stated thnt in all important 
circumstances it was strictly true. Then 
the author says that Sir John Shot-broke 
often told the story, and Sir John lived 
for some tive years after the book was 
published. 
In a discussion in "Xotes 


and Queries" a writer who seems to have 
known the family boars witness to the 
correctness of the story. One important 
point is that after tbe apparition had been 
seen nnd before the news had come oul 
Wynward and Sherbroke spoke freely to 
their brother officers of what they hac 
seen. — Household Words.
